The $2,104.00 spent on gravel, delivered 2,550 yards at 
a cost of 80 cents per yard; covering approximately four 
miles. This does not include the truck work and labor 
given by the East Sutton people delivering 300 yards ot 
gravel, covering approximately one quarter of a mile, at a 
cost to the town of less than 30 cents a yard. Labor, 
trucks and gravel given amounted to approximately 
$140.00. 

The $655.70 spent for culverts put in fifteen new metal 
culverts and cleaned and relaid ten stone culverts. li 
should be the policy of all road agents in the future to re- 
place the stone culverts with metal ones as fast as pos- 
sible. 

The $1,007.76 spent in cutting brush, covered the entire 
town and cleaned up both sides of the highway, opening 
curves so that vision ahead is much improved.
